Deacon’s Counsel Says He Has a Per- 
fectly Good Defense.

Paris, April 10,—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] A tin cylinder filled 
with gun-powder exploded on a window- 
sill of a house occupied by a magistrate 
at Compiegne teday. The windows 
were shattered and the house otherwisé 
damaged, but nobody was hurt. The 
magistrate recently imposed severe 
sentences on poachers. 

Ravachol declares he will not appeal 
against the chamber of accusation and 
he wants the other arrested Anarchists 
to follow his example, so that the trial 
may begin on the 26th inst. 

Mathien denies being an accomplice 
of Ravachol. An English Anarchist 
named Forrest has been arrested at 
Rheims. Charreye, Ravachol's confed- 
erate, has been sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life at hard labor. 

The Memorial Diplomatique says the 
English government is now ready to 
cojperate with other powers in a con- 
ference to concert international action 
against Anarchists. 

THE SCARE IN SPAIN. 

Manprip, April 10.—Mujioz, an Anar- 
chist, was arrested today and examined 
in prison. Inan interview today Del 
Roche declared himself a follower of 
‘‘Prudhomme Darwin’’ ang spoke with 
contempt of Ravachelas a _ ‘‘criminal, 
not an Anarchist.”’ 

A bag containing explosives, gre- 
nades and more formidable projectiles 
was found on Saturday night at the gate 
ofthe hospital for army pensioners. 
Alarm was revived by the news that 
110 pounds of dynamite had been 
stolen from the mines near Linares. 
The customary Palm Sunday services 
were omitted in the royal chapel today, 
ostensibly on account ofthe Queen Re- 
gent’s indisposition, but really on ac- 
count of Anarchist thfeats. Further 
Anarchist arrests have been made in 
the provinces and in Bilbao. 

Mufioz stated that he was merely a 
tool of others. As aresultof his dec- 
larations the arrests were made.

POPE LEO. 
Archbishop Ireland's Eulogy of the Aged 
Pontiff, 

Rome, April 10.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Archbishop Ireland of 
St. Paul, speaking of the Pope, said 
that the latter’s letter to the president 
of the European Commission of the 
Chicago exhibition is an unusual docu- 
ment and has surprised churchmen of 
the old school, tenacious of traditions 
and forms. The Pope is constantly 
giving proof that heis really a pontiff 
of this age, understanding thoroughly 
its aspirations and methods. A few 
weeks ago he broke an honored custom, 
which, under the plea of guarding his 
dignity, confined his power, and -in an 
interview with a Parisian jour- 
nalist, addressed himself to the 
public press to the _ people of 
France, upon the gravest political 
and religious questions. Today he 
opens his ‘mind in a most cordial letter 
to a non-Catholic gentleman, and 
through him to a nation largely non- 
Catholic, bidding God speed to a 
gigantic enterprise, which on the shores 
of Lake Michigan is to bring together, 
as never before in the universe, the 
fruits of the earth and the work of the 
genius and industry of man. 

Archbishop Ireland said he could 
quote numerous instance as proof that 
there is no other European personage 


| of note so American in his thought and 


sympathies as Leo. He sees in the 
United States perfect a blossoming of 
that rational liberty he so ardently de- 
sires for all nations, and has derived 
from the United Sta-es, if not a good 
share of the democratic inspirations 
which he has been sending out over the 
world from the Vatican, at least a:soiid 
encouragement for them. 

Ireland went on to eulogize the Pope 
in the highest manner andsaid: ‘His 
pontificate will be historic, marking one 
of the brightest pages in the annals of 
the church. Hisencyclicals have dealt. 
one after the other, with the pressing 
questions of the age, and each one 
comes out fromthe Vatican more sig- 
nificant in tone than the preceding.” 
The archbishop dwelt atlength on the 
encyclical on labor, and the last one 
addressed to the people of France, as 
showing most clearly the characteristic 
features of the Pope, and said: ‘‘He is 
the pope of the future more than of the 
present, in the sense that his work to- 
day isthe sawing of fruitful ideas, the 
full growth of which cannot be seen for 
yearsto come. The future alone can 
judge Leo in plenenary justice.”’ 

In conclusion, the archbishop said: 
‘Leo bids fair to direct for several 
years yet the onward movement of the 
age. He has just entered upon his 83d 
year, and while apparently most frail 
in body, he is healthy and capable of 
much labor. His mindis as clear and 
vigorous as ever and his memory is 
most retentive.’’

FROM ARGENTINE. 


The Elections Pass Off Quietly—Those 
Coaling Station Stories, 

Buenos Ayrers, April 10.—The elec- 
tion for ®provincial delegates to elect a 
President passed off quietly. The Rad- 
icals abstained from voting. The con- 
ciliation party was victorious. After 
the elections the" state of siege was re- 
imposed. 

A majority of the delegates elected 
favor Peiia fot President The Presi 
dential election is fixed for June 12. 
Urruburi will probably be elected yice- 
presidént. 

The people here are asking the mean- 
ing of the action of distant powers in 
seeking naval depots in Argentine. 
Russia has asked the use of Staten Isl- 
and. 

New York, April 10.—The Herald’s 
Valparaiso correspondent says that 
Admiral Walker telegraphs a positive 
denial of the London Times story that 
he and Mr. Pitkin the American Minis- 
ter to the Argentine Republic and the 
Uruguayan Minister of Foreign Affairs 
entered into a quasi secret agreement 
by which Uruguay was to provide a 
naval depot for the United States, but 
failing to secure Libertad Island in 
Montevidio bav Walker and Petkin per- 
suaded the Argentine government to 
entertain a proposal for a consession of 
land at the mouth of the Rio de la 
Plata.

Fresh Evidence Against Deeming—He Con- 
tinues to Sham Insapity. 
MELBouRNE, April 10.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.|] An unclaimed bas- 
ket which has lain in the Bairnsdale 
railway station since January was 
forwarded to the police here, who 
found the name ‘‘Mrs. Dobs’’ inscribed 
upon the label in Deeming’s handwrit- 
ing, and a key was found upon Deeming 
which fitted into the lock, The basket 
contained apparel formerly belonging 
to the murdered Mrs. Williams, or 
Deeming (Emily Mather,) and a portion 
ofa Liverpool paper, anotner portion 
of which was found at the scene of the 
murder of Mrs. Deeming at Windsor. 
Deeming continues to pretend that he 
is insane althongh a number of phy- 
sicians have testified to the contrary. 


The Rebellion in China,

April 10,—Mr. Phelps, the 
United States Minister; Sir E. B. Mal- 
ett, the British Minister; Baron Bleech- 
roderer, the British Consul. and repre- 
sentatives of the whole German and 
English and American press attended 
the funeral today of the Berlin corres- 
pondent of the London Times. The 
Empress Frederick ang other notables 
sent funeral wreaths. 


A Minister's Mysterious Illness. 

Lonvox, April 10.—A St. Petersburg 
dispatch says that Minister Vishnegrad- 
sky was seized with a delirious fainting 
fit, attributed to braindisorder, while 
making a report tothe Czar. A Berlin 
dispatch comments on the mystery of 
the affair and suggests that the minis- 
ter’s illness was due to excitement 
brought on by a painful interview 
which preceded his dismissal. 


May Day Precautions. 

Rome, April 10.—The Italian govern- 
ment has forbidaen open air celebra- 
tions on Mayday.

WAR HISTORY.

The Sherman-Stanton Dis- 
pute Recalled, 


The Dead Secretary’s Biographer 
* Now Takes a Hand. 


An Open Letter on the Subject trom 
Hon. George C. Gorham. 
Exception Taken to Some of Senator Sher- 
man’s Utterances In His Recent 
Speech at a New York ‘ 
Banquet, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasurneton, April 10.—[By the Asso- 
sociated Press.| Hon. George C. Gor- 
ham, who is custodian of the private 
papers of Secretary Stanton, and is en- 
gaged on his biography, has written an 
open letter to Senator Sherman, deal- 
ing with striking portions of the Sena- 
tor’s recent address, and embodying 
sundry important historical documents 
not before published. 

After repeating the reference Sher- 
man made to the terms of the surrender 
made by Gen. Sherman in accord- 
ance with Lincoln's policy, for the 
forces of Gen. Joseph Johnstone and 
other commanders at the close of the 
war, Gorham said: 

You would have it understood that Gen. 
Sherman was set upon and insulted, and 
his arrangements set aside by President 
Johnson and Secretary Stanton, in a 
mean and narrow spirit of revenge, and 
that Gen. Grant interposed, and the two 
generals agreed on new terms and ended 
the war. Whatever was Lincoln's policy, 
none knew better than you that he 
never usurped the powers of Congress 
or allowed military subordinate 
to guide him by an authorized arrange- 
ment made under the supervision of Jef- 
ferson Davis and his Cabinet. A fortnight 
before the Sherman-Johnstone negotia- 
tions Lincoln directed Grant to have no 
conference with Lee unless for the ar- 
rangement of Lee’s capitulation on purely 
military matters. This is proof that Lin. 
coln would have disapproved Sherman's ar- 
rangement. Gen. Sherman after receiving 
the Government's disapproval of his terms, 
said: “I admit my folly in embracing ina 
military convention any civic matters.’’ 

Your reference to Grant coming to Sher- 
man’s relief would lead tothe supposition 
that Grant approved the agreement. On 
the contrary he condemned it before it was 
submitted to the President or Secretary 
Stanton. 

Gorham quotes a letter from Grant to 
Stanton in which:the former advises 
him of the receipt of Sherman’s dis- 
patches and requests a Cabinet conncil 
at once, as they are of much importance. 
In a note to Sherman, Grant advises 
him of the disapproval by the President 
of negotiations, except for the sur- 
render of Johnstone’s army, and of the 
order for the termination of the armis- 
tice and resumption of hostilities. Grant 
joined Sherman and Sherman gave 
notice of a resumption of hostilities. 
Johnstone thereupon surrendéred on the 
terms accorded Lee by Grant. As a 
matter of prudence and necessity, Stan- 
ton telegraphed to Gen. Dix in New 
York to publish the same with a copy of 
the Sherman-Johnstone agreement and 
its disapproval by the Government, to 
which were appended the reasons of 
disapproval, which were: 

That Sherman exercised authority not 
vested in him and madea practical ac- 
knowledgement of the rebel government; 
that the agreement undertook to retstab- 
lish the rebel State government and placed 


arms and munitions of warin the hands of. 


rebels, which might beeused to subdue the 
loyal States and fora restoration of rebel 
authority and to enable the reéstablishment 
of slavery; that the agreement would per. 
mitthe Federal Government to pay the 
rebel debt and subject loyal citizens of the 
rebel States to the debt: thatit would put 
in the dispute the existence of the Govern. 
ment of the loyal States andof the new 
State of West Virginia; that it would abol- 
ish the confiscation laws and relieve rebels 
of the penalties of the crimes; that it 
gave terms repeatedly rejected by Lincoln 
and better terms than the rebelsever asked 
and formed no bassis for a true and lasting 
peace: 

Gorham says that the publication of 
the disapproval had to be made to pre- 
vent serious and perhaps dangerous dis- 
content, but no one will question the 
good intentions of Gen. Sherman in 
making the agreement. 

In conclusion Gorham quotes one 
more authority, supporting Stanton and 
condemning Sherman. This is no less 
than a letter written by John Sherman 
from Cleveland, April 27, 1865, to 
Secretary of War Stanton, saying that 
he was distressed beyond measure at the 
terms granted by Sherman and that 
they were inadmissable, yet he felt that 
gross injustice was done Gen, Sherman, 
who at the worst granted the rebels too 
liberal terms; but the same could be 
said of Lincoln and Grant in the Lee 
arrangement. Gen, Sherman had not 
understood the political bearing of the 
agreement, but looked upon the contest 
froma single military view. Senator 
Sherman asserted willingness, being so 
troubled about the matter, to go to 
Washington or anywhere else, where 
he could render the least service. In 
closing, he said: 

I do not wish Gen. Sherman unjustly 
dealt with, and I know you will not permit 
it, especially I do not want him driven into 
the fellowship of copperheads. 

In commenting upon the letter, Gor- 
ham says that he cannot find any refer- 
ence to the insult with which it is now 
asserted Johnson and Stanton rejected 
Sherman’sterms. He (Gorham) hon- 
ored and admired Sherman, also Stan- 
ton, and being a biographer, he could 
not remain silent when one of Stan- 
ton’s greatest acts was misstated to 
show that Gen. Sherman was right when 
Senator Sherman admitted that he was 
wrong.

A Seoré of Persons Drowned—Great Dis- 
tress Prevailing. 

(Ala.,) Apri! 10.—[By 
the Associated Press.| Flood news 
from Columbus, Miss., reports the river 
fallen and the town full of people from 
the surrounding plantations. The dam- 
age is great. ourteen persons are 
known to have been drowned and it ig 
thought the loss of life in the flooded 
territory is large. 

The situation at Columbus is so bad 
that the people have decided to ask 
Government aid. The town is feeding 
over 500 refugees and the subsiding 
waters will leave many people destitute 
up and down the river. Itis impossible 
here to ascertain the names of any 
of the drowned, who are reported to 
number twenty as far as ascertained. 


PROBABLY LOST. 


Anxiety at Philedeiphia Over 
Vessels Long Overdue. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 10.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Shipping circles at 
present are greatly alarmed over the 
probable loss of three vessels, their 
crews numbering forty-eight persons 
and property the value of about 3248,- 
000. The vessels are the German 
steamship Alarich from Huelva, Febru- 
ary 22, for Philadelphia or New York; 
the Italian bark Immaculata,- which 
sailed from Cienfugos, January 28, for 
this port, and the schooners Taylor and 
Matthias from Norfolk, March 2, for 
New York. The British steamship 
Walby from Bermuda, March 10, for 
this port is slightly overdue and some 
anxiety is felt concerning her.

While at San- 
tos yellow fever broke out on board and 
three of the crew were sent ashore ahd 
left. Onthe trip to port, Ross Larsen, 
Nicholas Woolen and Patrick McClos- 
key, all members of the crew, died of 
fever. Engineer William Coombs was 
drowned while taking a sea bath. 

Capt. Cowan of the steamer reported 
the sanitary condition of Santos and 
Rio Janeiro very bad. Yellow fever is 
still prevailing at those ports to an 
alarming extent.

ABOUT CANAIGRE. 


Some New Facts Concerning This Usefal 
Plant. 


From a letter written by F. A. Gulley 


| of Tucson to Col. C. T. Poston of Pho- 


nix, and published in the Arizona Re- 
publican is taken the following infor- 
mation. The plant is one that grows 
wild over certain portions of New Mex- 
ico and Arizona. found mostly along the 
sandy bottoms of the streams. The 
Mexican name is ‘‘canaigre;’’ ‘it is 
known botanically as Rumex: hydrose- 
palum; it has been examined by the 
Agricultural Department at Washington 
as far bag¢k as 1878, but nothing has 
been don@with it to amount to anything 
until during the last yearortwo. The 
root when dried, contains from 20 to 
30 percent of tannic acid, carrying 
nearly twice as much tannin as oak or 
hemlock bark. It also contains a large 
amount of starch. but as far as known 
it is valuable only Aor the tannin. 

A company in Mngland has given this 
plant some attention, going so far as to 
send a man over here to learn if the 
roots could be obtained in large quanti- 
ties. Believing it to bea matter of con- 
siderable importance, we commenced 
seeding plants last fall; have had quite 
a number of analysis, and are now try- 
ing to discover some method of extract- 
ing the tannic acid and concentrating 
itso astogetitin the best shape for 
long shipment. The English firm re- 
ferred to are disposed “to take large 
quantities of it. thousands of tons, 
if it can be cultivated and delivered to 
them dry at such prices as will enable 
them to ship it. We are planting it 
this spring in several places, and on 
different soils, for the purpose of making 
a careful study of it botanically and 
chemically to learn how much can be 
grown per acre, and at what cost, and 
also to learn the best method of culti- 
vation to produce roots rich in tannin. 
We shall analyze it at different stages of 
growth to learn just when it should be 
harvested, and at the sametime to learn 
soma method of concentrating it. It 
prommses to be of no little vaiue, if it 
will respond to light irrigation with 
some cultivation. If, as it would seem, 
fifteen to twenty tons may be grown 
tothe acre, it will be worth more than 
sugar beet, as the green roots are worth 
not less than #5 per ton. © As yet, it has 
only been used in an experimental way, 
but the agent of the English firm refer- 
red to told me that they were prepared 
to handle it by the 100 carloads if it 
can be produced in large quantities. 


REST AFTER PAIN. 


Death of Mrs. Mary ‘ary McCrory at ‘Minne- 
apolis, 

Minneapolis papers of the 2d inst. 
announce the death, on the night be- 
fore, in that city of Mrs. McCrory, wife 
of Col. William McCrory, a prominent 
business man of Minneapolis, formerly 
an officer on the staff of Gen. Sherman, 
and who is known to many citizens of 
Los Angeles.

PEST-INFESTED TREES, 


Suit to Condemn that Delaware 


A Case of Interest to brevy Horti- 
culturist in the State. 


The Trees Infested With the Peach- 
borer and Black Aphis. 


A Menace to the Deciduous Fruit Inter 
ests of the Coast—Destructive Work 
of the Insects in Delaware and 
Other Eastern States.

A suit of more than usual interest to 
local horticulturists was commenced in 
the Superior Court of this county on 
Thursday last, and comes up for hearing 
before Judge McKinley this afternoon, 
upon an order to show cause why the 
temporary injunction therein issued 
should not be made a permanent one. 
It is that of the people, etc., vs. James 
Colegrove et al., an action to declare 
certain trees importe® from Velaware 
by the defendants a _ public nuisance, 
and as such to destroy them, of whicii 
the following is a copy of the complaint 
therein: 

In the Superior Court of the county of Los 
Angeles, State of California. The people 
of the State of California, plaintiff, vs. 
James Colegrove. Edward G. Durant, F. 
M. Durant and Fairmont Land and Water 
Company, a corporation, defendants. 

The plaintiff herein for cause of action 
against the defendants complains and al- 
leges: 

Thatin the month of March, 189°. the 
defendants herein imported into Los Ange- 
les county certain peach, plum and apricot 
trees from the State of Delaware, said trees 
numbering about forty-eight thousand 
(48,000;) that said trees when so imported 
into said Los Angeles county were infested 
with insects and other pests, all of which 
were and are injurious to fruits and fruit 
trees; thatthe saidtrees so as aforesaid 
imported by said defendants into said Los 
Angeles county are now and ever since the 
importation of the same have been in said 
county and located as follows, to wit: A 
portion thereof being located on the land 
occupied by Edward C. Durant, near Lan- 
caster, in said county; a portion thereof on 
lands occupied by James Colegrove. near 
Lancaster, in said county, and a _ portion 
thereof on lands occupied by the Fairmont 
Land and Water Company, in Fairmont 
township, in said county. 

That the said insects, so as aforesaid in- 
jurious to fruit and fruit trees, with which 
said trees are infested, if not destroyed will 
be introduced into the peach, plum and ap. 
ricot orchards of the State of California, 
and the peach, plum and apricot industry 
of the State of California’ will be greatly in- 
jured and is in danger wf destruction 
thereby. 

That the said insects so as : aforesaid inju- 
rious to fruit and fruit trees, consist of 
insects known as the ach-borer and in- 
sects known as. the black aphis, both of 
which have been heretofore unknown in the 
State of Califarnia; that the said peach- 
borer cannot be destroyed by any process of 
disinfection known to horticulturists of the 
State of California, and that it is impracti- 
cable to disinfect said trees for the destruc- 
tion of said black aphis, in that the said 
black aphis is liable to fly from said trees 
inlarge numbers and infect the trees of 
other orchards before the same can be de- 
stroyed by the process of disinfection. 

That the said defendants are contemplat- 
ing planting said trees, with the said in- 
sects thereon, in the said State of Califor- 
niaandin the neighborhood of other or- 
chards now growing in said State, and that 
the said insects so as aforesaid iniurious 
to fruit and fruit -trees, would thereby 
be distributed among other trees, and 
would be propagated and spread all over 
the State of California where peach, plum 
and apricot trees are cultivated. 

That it is impracticable to ascertain 
whether any of said trees are free from 
said insect pests, in thatit would be neces- 
sary to inspect all of said trees one by one 
inorder to ascertain whether any of said 
trees are free from said insect pests. 

That the said defendants are the owners 
of said trees and the only persons who 
claim any interest therein. 

That the said defendant, the Fairmont 
Land and Water Company, is a corporation 
duly incorporated -under and by virtue of 
the laws of the State of California. 

Wherefore, the plaintiff prays that the said 
peach, plum and apricot trees, and all of 
them, be declared togbe a public nuisance 
and ordered to be destroyed, and that the 
defendants be. enjoined, pending this ac- 
tion, from removing the said trees, or any 
of said trees, or transferring the same or 
any partthereof, and for such other and 
further relief in the premises as to the 
Court may seem just and equitable, and for 
costs of suit.

uger, is. as its name implies, a corpora- 
tion formed forthe purpose of dealing 
in real estate and water-rights, with of- 
fices at Fairmont and Pasadena.~ Dur- 
ing the winter 1891-92 it set 1500 
acres of landinthe Antelope Valley to 
fruit trees, for the purpose of enhanc- 
ing the value of the property. 

During the month of March last it im- 
ported a carload of about 48,000 peach, 
plum and apricot trees from the State 
of Delaware fot the same purpose, the 
freight being consigned to James Cole- 
grove. John Scott, the County Horti- 
cultural Commissioner, upon learning 
that such a car had passed through this 
city, telegraphed to A, B. Cox, the local 
inspector, to look out for it, and notified 
that alltrees must be inspected 
even if accompanied by affidavits, as 
they were from an infected district. 
Should they be in bad condition he was 
instructed to quarantine them and hold 
for further instructions. Cox replied 
on March 26 that he had inspected the 
trees and found them in fine condition, 
and next day a letter was received from 
him to the effect that he did not intend 
to assume the responsibility of quaran- 
tining the trees, as he was not prepared 
to pay damages. Commissioner Scott 
thereupon sent his town inspector, | 
George Compere, up to Fairmont, and 
the matter was then placed in the hands 
of the State Quarantine Officer, Alex 
Craw, the result being that Cox's com- 


mission wascancelled. 


It was discovered that the trees were 
poor and scraggy and badly infested 
with the black aphis aud peach-borer, 
two very destructive insects hitherto 
unknown to local horticulturists. All 
the trees were at once placed in quar- 
antine, and the above suit was com- 
menced. 

The black peach aphis, aphis persica- 
niger, is a very serious pest, as will be 
seen from the following extract from 
the report of Dr. Smith, the famous en- 
tomologist: 

In Delaware, Maryland and parts of New 
Jersey and Virginia, this aphis was re- 

orted everywhere to be unusually preva- 
ent and destructive. In April, when the 
leaf buds were pushing, I saw them clus- 
tered upon so many shoot axes and so com. 
pactly as to kill young trees, and even con. 
siderable branches upon older trees. They 
were especially destructive to nursery 
trees and orchards just planted. I saw one 
nursery in which at least 100,000 trees 
had been killed outright in two or three 
weeks’ time. . » Trees affected. are 
badly dwarfed, and make only a feeble, 
sickly growth. The leaves are light green 
or yellowish, more or less rolled at the 
margins and red or purple spotted from 
the attack of the fungi. 

The description of the species is 
herewith given so that it can be identi- 
fied. The winged form is of a shining 
black or very dark brown color, The 
legs are deep brown on the thighs, the 


tips of the shanks, and the tarsi also 
yellowish. The cornicles, or horny 
tubes, are quite long, moderately slen- 
der and of the same color as the body, 
There is a series of deep pits on eath 
side of the abdomen. 

The wingless form differs in the 
somewhat stouter body, but is gener- 
ally like the winged type in color and 
general structure. The young are of a 
faint greenish brown, becoming darker 
as they grow older, until the? are of 
the typical shining black peculiar to 


~| the full-grown specimens. It is found 
on the roots of the trees throughout the 
year, and it breeds there wundis- 
turbed. Early .in spring, or when 
the leaf-shoots _begin to start, 
make their way to the 
sirface and to the branches. Here 
the winged form develop, and, mak- 
ing their way to new quarters, 


found new colonies, which about mid- 
summer make their way to the ground 
and roots.

HAVE YOU SEEN SAMA, 


He Who is the Black and Red Jap- 
anese God of Fire? 


A Correspondent's Free Remarks About 
the Sultry Party—The Tintinab- 
ulation of the Japan- 
ese Bells. 


Toxro (Japan,) March 17, 1892.—~ 
[Correspondence of Tus Timgs.] Pers 
haps the readers of Tur Times would 
like to take a stroll some pleasant, sun- 
ny afternoon through a part of Tokio 
which lays in a little valley, and on 
across asmall river to the bluffs be 
yond to visit Fudo Sama’s temple, 
From these hills a large sweep of the 
city can be seen, and as far as the eye 
can reach off to the southeast toward 
the sea is a mass of low brown and 
black houses. Fudo Sama is the name 
- the God of Fire. He is represented 

a black being with flames of fire 
secseting from his back and leaping 
up over his head and around his body, 
Ihave asked several Japanese what 
Fudo Sama did that this terrible calam- 
ity befell him and thus he became dei- 
fied, but none of those L asked seemed to 
know. At any rate many people 
believe because their bodies are warm 
that there must be a fire within, se 
worship Fudo Sama in order to prevent 
the fire from breaking out ftom within 
their own bodies. The templeis a com- 
paratively small one, but is well built 
and kept in good repair, and the per- 
fect order and neatness of the grounds 
surrounding it give evidence that many 
worshipers. come to pay homage to 
Fudo Sama and two orthree other gods, 
On entering the temple the first thing 
to be seen are two large wooden boxes 
to receive the offerings of the people. 
The boards of which the boxes are made 
are at least an inch and a half thick 
and the boxes are, | should think, fally 
four feet iong, three feet high and 
about three fect wide. Beside one of 
the money-boxes stands the god of sick- 
ness, With the lacquer on different 
parts of his body entirely rubped 
off by the much rubbing of those who 
come to pray to him for healing their 
bodies. Thisiittle entrance is separated 
from the main part of the temple by 
heavy lattice doors, only the lattice 
work is made of timbers about twa 
inches thick. Through these doors the 
worshipers look upon their gods and 
perform their worship. While I was 
visiting this place about a dozen young 
men and boys were inthe main temple 
before the idols practicing their lesson 
with their teacher, the priest. Each. 
one seemed to be reciting about as he 
pleased, and each one seemed to be 
trying to see if he could make the most 
noise, and get the most excruciating 
tones into his voice. Sometimes they 
would strike a minor tone together and 


tremor the voice until their 
faces were red, with veins stand- 
ing out all over their faces 
and necks, and all out of breath, 


then they would all quickly catch their 
breath and start in again: and vie with 
each other to see whicfi could hold out 
the longest. Again they would readin 
as many different keys as there were 
boys and produce the greatest discord 
imaginable. Stop yourears! Yes, and 
groan within and feel like screaming, 
too, to stop the awful discord, After 
the lesson was finished the teacher 
pointed out their mistakes and dismissed 
them for the day. The only other 
image in the temple that is of interest 
is the goddess Kanna. She has three 
heads, three bodies and three pairs of 
legs and arms, all in one being. Her 
color is black like that of Fudo Sama. 
She was deified because she wasa very. 
skillful woman and as we would say 
‘could do anything she turned her 
hand to.’’ She is worshiped so that 
those who worship her may become. 
skilled like her in all kinds of work, 
On coming out of the temple we pass 
by the stone laver, which is always kept 
filled with water for the worshipers to 
wash their hands and purify themselves 
before they,worship. Passing on down 
the granite walk to the gate at our left 
we see an old woman up in a high tower 
striking the hour of 4 by thrusting a 
long, round block of wood, which is 
held in a sling of strong rope suspended 
from the ceiling, against an immense 
bell, which hangs in the tower. The 
deep, rich, soft tones prove * that 
the Japanese know the art of mak- 
ing bells. Our American bells sound 
coarse and harsh beside them, My 
teacher tells me that there is a sect of 
Buddhists who have an image called 
Amida whom they have deified, and by 
whom they believe all things were made 
that are made, and stands to them in the 
place of God the Father. Shaka Sama, 
they say, died to save all men, therefore 
they have deified him, and made him into 
}an image and worship him as God the 
Son, the Savior of the world. There is 
amyth that Shaka Sama fasted forty 
days and forty nights, and among the 
many miracles they say he performed, 
}is the miracle of his living in water 
eighty days. Wewho know the living 
way, know all this is not true. 

The smallpox that has been prevalent 
in Yokohama and Tokio this winter has 
been of the most malignant type of 
black smallpox. Two of our missionar- 
ies in Tokio died of it. A few deaths 
have occurred among the foreigners in 
Yokohama. The disease is abating, but 
many new cases are reported in the

Tne Rochester (New York) Democrat 
and Chronicle, which has devoted much 
attention to the subject of sun spots in 
concurrence with violent weather dis- 
turbances, calls attention to the marked 
appearance of the photosphere on the 
SOth ult., just preceding the recent big 
storms: 

The solar disturbance which came by 
rotation on Wednesday, was in the sun's 
southern hemisphere. South of the group 
of spots ¥ wa vast field of faculae which 
involved ‘gion which stretched nearly 
to the sun's pole. On Saturday this field of 
faculae was one of the most conspicuous 
objects on the sun's surface. One portion 
of the field looked like a great molten river 
curving southward from a point inad 
of the sunspot group. Inthe sun’s north- 
ern hemisphere a disturbance appeared on 
Thursday by rotation, 

That there was a coincidence between 
the sun spots and the violent storms 


that prevailed from the 30th of March | 


to the 5th of‘April cannot be disputed. 
This series of sun spots, if not dissi- 
pated, will return by rotation about 
the 25th inst. It will be interesting to 
note whether violent storms oceur at 
that time. 


Tue horticultural officers of the 
county have another interesting 
case on hand in a consignment of East- 
ern nursery stock brought into Ante- 
lope valley, The trees, which number 
about 48,000, comprise peach, plum 
and apricot stock, and a careful inspec- 
tion has shown that they are infested 
with at least two kinds of insects 
hitherto unknown to this State. These 
‘are the peach-borer and the black aphis. 
No adequate means of destroying the 
peach-borer has yet been found, and the 
black aphis, having wings, is liable to 
spread rapidly and infest the deciduous 
orchards of California. Legal steps 
have been taken to condemn the entire 
Jot and have them destroyed. ‘These 
drastic measures, while, bearing heavily 
on individuals, seem to be the only way 
left to protect California fruit interests. 
For the common good it is best that 
consignees bow to the inevitable, and 
“grin and bearit.’’ If the stock is in- 
fested, as claimed, the pests would in 
time destroy these trees and inflict 
great loss on the farmers who plant 
them as well as cause irreparable dam- 
age to other orchardists. It is better 
to face a comparatively small loss now, 
and burn the trees and their bugs, 


THE report of the committee on re- 
form in the civil service as made to the 
House contains a suggestion of great 
importance. The civil service act of 
January 16, 1883, among the excep- 
tions noted to its provisions méntioned 
“any person merely employed as a 
laborer or workman.’ This has been 
construed as prohibiting the classifica- 
tion of such laborers. The committee 
in the bill which they report propose to 
do away with this exception.

Railroad Land Grants. 


The original Pacific Railroad laws }- 


contain large land grants of alternate 
sections of the public lands, which 
grants were made in alternate sections 
with the expectation that the lands 
would be put on the market and be sold 
to aid in the construction of the roads. 
It was thought that the people would 
readily purchase lands contiguous to or 
near a great railroad line, and settle 
upon them. To insure a speedy sale of 
such lands by the railroad cnmpanies 
a provision in about these terms was 
incorporated in the law: “If any of 
these lands are not sold or disposed of 
within three years after the comple- 
tion of the road, they shall be open to 
homestead and pretmption settlement, 
the same as any other public lands of 
the United States, but the proceeds of 
such sales shall be paid over to the rail- 
road company.”’ 

The intention of this part of the law 
has been entirely ignored, and though 
the three years expired many years 
ago, no railroad lands are open to pre- 
emption or homestead settlement. The 
railroad companies get around this law 
by making a fictitious sale of the lands 
(not to settlers) to some credit mobilier 
or contract and finance company. 
Thus the plain intention of Congress is 
thwarted and the people are cheated 
out of their inheritance. These ficti- 
tious sales by the railroad companies 
ought to be treated as a fraud upon the 
public and void. 


Christian Science Murder, 


It isa difficult matter. to save people 
from the consequences of their own 
Some nations have tried 
fine, imprisonment and disgrace were 
imposed as a punishment on the unsuc- 
cessful, and desecration of the bodies 
of the successful, it is doubtful whether 
many people who really wished to take 
their own lives were deterred through 
fear of the statutes. 

Christian Science treatment, which 
must be regarded as a species of fanati- 
cism on the part of the patient, that 
may run into suicide, offers some differ- 
ent phases. Here we always find an ac- 
complice before the fact in the person 
of aso-called ‘‘healer.’’ If the victim 
of his own blind belief suffers and dies, 
there is of course no way of reaching 
him; he has paid the penalty -of his 
folly; but it does seem that the one who 
stimulated that belief, and perhaps 
over-influenced a mind weakened by dis- 
ease, should be held amenable to the 
law. 

Christian Science has made consider-. 
able headway in Southern California, 
and there have been several victims of 
the strange infatuation, some of whom 
have been children of tender years, 
prostrated with diphtheria or other ma- 
lignant diseases, and who died without 
adequate treatment. When children are 
thus made to pay the penalty for the 
hallucinations of their parents it cer- 
tainly seems that there should go, upa 
universal protest, and the ones respon- 
sible should be visited by thé severest 
penalties under the law. 

A case of much interest in this con- 
nection has recently developed in Chi- 
cago. Mrs. Jennie Nichols, an inmate 
of a Wabash avenue boarding-house, 
was prostrated with peritonitis. Being 
a firm believerin the Christian Science 
doctrine, she summoned Mrs. R. L. 
Stebbins, a ‘‘healer,’’ to her assistance. 
The landlady and boarders in the house, 
finding that the case was serious, used 
their best efforts to have medical as- 
sistance summoned, but without avail. 
They then notified the authorities, but 
officers sent there were denied admit- 
tance, ahd when at last physicians 
found their way tothe room the woman 
was dead. 

Before the coroner’s inquest, Mrs. 
Stebbins, the ‘‘healer,’’ gave the follow- 
ing account of her connection with the 
case: 

Iam a Christian Scientist and metaphysi- 
cian. I was called to attend Mrs. Nichols 
about a week ago, and found her lying 

prostrated in one of the rooms of this 

ouse. She said she had been poisoned at 
the office in which she worked by paint, 
which had that day been put upon the 
wood-work of the office. I at once gave her

eatment, denying the claims of poison as 
having any wer over mind, for there is 
but one mind and that is Godhood; denying 
every material sense of pain, or vomiting 
and purging; taking it as malicious animal 
magnetism or the hate of mortal mind; 
then declaring love as omnipotent, omni- 
scient, and omnipresent. While all the peo- 
ple declare there is sin and pain and sick- 
ness, I silently declared against them all, 
saying: ‘God is mind; there is no mattes. 
Spirit is immortal truth; matter is mortal 


error, Spirit is the real and eternal;-mat- 
ter the unreal andtemporal. Spirit is God 


-and man His image and likeness, therefore 


man is spiritual and not material.”’ This, 
you understand, was said within me, 
silently. Not one word was uttered, that 
being my silent treatment. ( 

Mrs. Stebbins then related her experience 
with her patient, and how, after a few 
Areatments she found her better. ‘*Tues- 


sermon on the mount, and I told Jennie she 
would pull through.”’ 

“The great obstacle to Jennie’s recov- 
ery,’’ she continued, ‘‘was the hindrances 
of the moral minds of the people in the 
house. 
constantly asked my patient to call a doc- 
tor. This took her mind from the realcure 
and weakened her faith, thus diminishing 
her chances of recovery, Last Tuesday 
she said she was feeling better and believed 
she would recover, but added that she be- 
lieved she was troubled by a slight attack 
of indigestion. That was fhe first I knew of 
theindigestion, as I had been treating her 
only for the fancied poisoning. I then 
treated her for indigestion, denying that 
it had any power over mind, that the spirit 
isGod and man is His image and likeness, 
and therefore man is spiritual and not 
material. Once she asked me @f she bad 
better take any medicine, saying. folks in 
the Rouse were constantly urging her to do 
so. J told her thatif her fears and theirs 
was greater than her faith to take it. 
When she told me the people in the house 
had been troubling her about getting a 
doctor I told her if she wanted one, a phy- 
sicilan, a surgeon or a Sunday-school 
teacher, or another Christian Scientist, I 
would call one tor her. She would not 
have one. She made the assertion to me 
that ‘though He slay me, yet will I trust in 
Him.’ Just where she got that quotation I 
do not Know, but I think it is from the book 
of Job.” 

Further inquiry developed the fact 
that Mrs. Stebbins’s knowledge of med- 
icine was acquired from conversation 
with some medical students who fsed to 
board with her, and an occasional at- 
tendance with them at an evening lec- 
ture of the Hahneman Medical College. 
The question was asked: 

“Suppose aman were mangled in a 
wreck, bones were broken and arteries 
were severed. Could your faith heal 
him? Would you treat him alone?’’ 

To this she responded: 

I would deny the flow of blood, the broken 
bones. If the case were one fora surgeon 
I should summon one. 

Then your art is not all-sufficient? 

It is all-sufficient, but Iam not far enough 
advanced in it to take the place of the sur- 
geon. There are those who are and who 
have set bonesand knit together severed 
arteries. 

The jury returned a verdict recom- 
mending that Mrs. Stebbins be held to 
the grand jury. Whenthe verdict was. 
read Miss Hattie Stebbins, the faith- 
healer’s daughter, whois an exponent 
of her mother’s faith, started to crpthg. 

“Stop,” commanded the mother, 
“You do not care. .You know you do 
not care.”? 

‘“‘No,’’? said the daughter, drying her 
eyes, ‘I do not care.”’ 

And thus the delusion was kept up all 
through. 

The trouble with trying to punish. 
such people is that they pose as Chris- 
tian martyrs and enough sympathy is 
generally enlisled to get them clear. 
The best way, perhaps, to protect peo- 
ple from such barefaced charlatanism | 
is to expose it and appeal to the better 
sense of the community to condemn it. 
In the case of children who are broug¢fit’ 
under the malign influence of the fadat' 
the. peril of their lives, there should cer- 
tainly be interference on the part of: 
the authorities. With adults who vol- 
untarily subject themselves to suffering 
and death the case is almost hopeless. 


How the Trade Was Lost. 

There is one point in connection with

A few vears ago nearly all the schoon- 
ers engaged in taking seals were built 
either in San Francisco or on Puget 
Sound; were fitted out on the American 
side; were manned by Americans and 
returned regularly with their catch to 
some Pacitic Coast port, where the 
skins were disposed of. The commerce 


with this industry amounted to nearly 
half a million dollars yearly. - It. 
was under the Cleveland administra- 
tion, when Bayard. was Secretary 
of State, that this trade was lost to us 
Mr. Bayard, who was particularlytggg- 
gressive toward some of the wédaker 
South American powers, backed down 
completely in the face of the British 
bluff when the threat was made to re- 
lease all seized British Sealers by tlie 
force of the British navy, if necessary. 
The result was that, while American 
sealers were seized and confiscated, 
vessels and cargoes and all, the British 
schooners were merely warned, asa 
matter of form, and were never mo- 
lested although they went right on to 
the breeding grounds and slaughtered 
the seals—mile and female— indiscrimi- 
nately. 

The next year all the sealers were 
built and fitted out at Victoria, on Brit- 
ish soil. They return€d there with their 
catches and this commerce was lost 
entirely to the United States. It 
has been Mr. Blaine’s policy, in dealing 
with the Bering Sea questiop, to 
change all thissoas to put American 
citizens on a footing with the British. 
Mr. Salisbury’s bluff did not effect any- 
thing and when ‘*poachers’’ are al- 
lowed in Bering Sea again it is safe to 
say that under a Republican adminis- 
tration the United States will get the 
benefit of this commerce.

Baker City (Or.,) April 10.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Additional particu- 
larsireceived from Westfall, Malheur 
county, say thatthe killing of William 
Humbert by the Bailey brothers at the 
Democratic primaries yesterday was 
unprovoked. The election contest was 
close and exciting. Considerable 
whisky was consumed and bad blood 
soon commenced to crop out. At one 
time two contestants for delegate were 
a tie, one being one of the Bailey 
brothers, who intercepted Humbert as 


the latter attempted tovote. Hot words 
followed. Ina few minutes Humbert 
Started for home. Shortly after one 
of the Bailey boys said that he 
had been cut on the arm by Humbert. 
A brief conference was held and one of 
the gang suggested that it would be the 
proper thing to overtake him and kill 
him. Five ot the number at ‘once 
mounted their horses and started to 
carry out their murderous threats. 

When Humbert had arrived within a 
short distance of home he was over- 
taken by the Bailey boys who were on 
swift horsee, and itis alleged, riddled 
him with bullets,. four shots taking ef- 
fect in his back. Humbert’s little 
daughter saw the shooting and ran to 
her father, but was too late to see nim 
alive. 

Excitement runs high in that section 
and strong threats of lynching are in- 
dulged in by the cowboys. Sheriff Fell 
is doing all in his power to protect the 
prisoners and has petitioned Gov. Pen- 
toyer to detail Co. For Co. G of this

GETTING TO BUSINESS. 


Appropriation Bills Will Now Have the 
Right-of-way in Congress. 

Wasaineton, April 10.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] After several weeks de- 
voted to the tariff question, appropria- 
tion bill now have the right-of-way in 
the House, The bills are well advanced 
and if the programme for the next two 
or three weeks is carried out the ques- 
tion of an early final adjournment will 
rest with the Senate. The House, how- 
ever, is pursuing a policy of retrench- 
ment, and so long and probably acri- 
monjous conferences between the two 
branches of Congress must follow action 
by the Senate on the appropriations be- 
fore the bills can be enacted into law. 
Tomorrow is District of Columbia day, 
but it is proposed tospend part of the 
day on the Urgency Deficiency Appro- 
priation __ Bill. The Indian and 
District of Columbia Appropriation 
bills, which passed the Senate, will be 
put in conference during the week. The 
Naval Appropriation Bill will probably 
be taken up on Tuesday. Its considera- 
tion will occupy at least two days, and 
may probably run till the close of the 
week. There will be little discussion 
on the bill as a whole, but the Republi- 
can minority, aided by some Democrats 
who oppose the recommendation of the 
majority of the Naval Committee that 
only one new cruiser be authorized, will 
make an earnest fight to have the bill 
amended so as to authorize the construc- 
tion of two new line-of-battle ships and 
perhaps some torpedo boats. 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill 
will follow, and probably occupy the 
rest of the week. Beside these bills, 
there is on the calendar the Consular 
and Diplomatic, and River and Harbor 
Appropriation Bilis, which, in the fol- 
lowing eek, will be taken up in the 
order named. The committee at work 
on the Appropriation Bills has not re- 
ported to the House, and before the 
bills on the calendar are acted upon 
most of the following bills will have 
been reported tothe House: Postoffice, 
Agricultural, Legislative, Executive and 
Judicial, Fortification, and General De- 
ficiency Bills, | 

The Senate is to listen to several set 
speeches this week. Mr. Gailinger has 
given notice of his intention to speak 
tomorrow onthe subject of his bill for 
the creation of a sanitarium for pul- 
monary disease; and his colleague, Mr. 
Chandler, is to follow with a speech on 
the subject of the election of Senators 
by adirect vote of the people. The 
West Virginia Direct Tax Bill is the 
special order for Tuesday, subject to 
further postponement, owing to the ab- 
sence of Senator Merrill. r. Hoar’s 
bill, amendatory of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals Act, is unfinished business, but 
before it istaken up again the Senate, 
according to a recent order, wil) devote 
two whole days to the consideration of 
bills on the calendar which do not @n- 
counter objections. Itis also expected 
during the morning hours of the present 
week that additional speeches on the 
subject of silver will be delivered by 
Mr, Teller and others.

Ire- 
and today is in not half as bad a condi- 
ion as the papers represent, and her 
roubles could be curedif the priests on 
he one hand and the Protestants on the 
Dther, would sink theology, give up 
rying to make church property exempt 
from taxation, pay their bills like other 
people and become Christians in fact as 
vell as in name. 

‘Christ died on the cross, deserted, 
His agonized prayer was unanswered, 
he nails did not kill him; he died of a 
broken heart,’’ said Dr. Thomson. In 
this view it may be remarked that the 
eloquent speaker is upheld by Dr.

TEMPERANCE AT Y.M.C.A. HALL. 

Yesterday afternoon at Y.M.C.A. 
Hail George Lorin McNutt of Oakland 
jelivered an address on the ‘Perils of 
Great Cities,’”’ illustrated by seventy- 
five stereopticon views of the slums of 
New York and San Francisco,» and pre- 
ceded by an illustrated song service. 
During the course of his lecture, which 
was certainly one of the most interest- 
ing that has been given for some time 
in the auditorium, he described in a 
vivid manner the many evils of life in 
the slums. 

He opened his address with the an- 
nouncement that a prominent citizen of 
Oakland had promised to build and en- 
flow in that city a church having all the 
leading features of the Y.M.C.A., and 
that the lecturer was now ona tour of 
investigation in the leading cities of 
the United States and Europe with the 
object of finding any new features that 
would be essential to the success of an 
institution having for its purpose the 
uplifting of young men and counteract- 
ing the almost irresistible inducements 
now held out by the saloon and the 
den to youug men, and he 

rmly believed that the many evils of 
city life which beset the young man to- 
day could be overcome by the reform- 
ing influence of Christian surroundings. 
The lecturer said he hoped the time was 
not fardistant when the mayor ofa 
city would be sent into political obliv- 
ion who refused to listen tothe appeal 
of a heartbroken mother that the li- 
cense of the saloon-keeper be revoked 
whohad been the means of her son’s 
ruin. This remark, along with many 
others, was met with hearty applause. 
The audience was an unusually large 
one. 

After the meeting a class of forty was 
formed to study the Bible with especial 
reference to doing personal work in con- 
nection with the Mills revival meetings 
- to be held next month. It was conduct- 
ed by Mr. H. Hillard, and will be con- 
ducted each Sunday until the evangel- 
istic meetings begin.

AT JOHN’S CHURCH. 

St. John’s Episccpal Church was very 
prettily decorated with palm branches 
yesterday in honor of Palm Sunday. 
There were large congregations both 
“morning and afternoon, At the after- 
noon service the rector, Rev. B. W. R., 
Taylor, delivered the last lecture of the 
Lenten course, the subject being ‘‘Our 
Sacraments.”’ He first defined a sac- 
rament to be an ‘‘outward and visible 
sign of an inward and spiritual grace 
given us,’’ and confuted thetheory that 
the two great sacraments, baptism and 
the Holy Eucharist, were mere forms. 
The teaching of the church regarding 
baptism was outlined, Passing to the 
Holy Communion, the various theories 
known as transubstantiation, consub- 
stantiation, symbolism and the real 
spiritual presence, were considered. In 
recapitulating the arguments of the 
various lectures, stress was laid upon. 
the point that Christianity contains a 


natural and a supernatural element. 
Among the various bodies of Christiays 
the belief in these elements is taught 
more or less according to the standards 
of that body. Among some so great is 
the position accorded to the super- 
natural element that the strictest and 
most implicit obedience to authority is 
demanded; and among others so great is 
the prominence accorded the natural 
that liberty has degenerated to license. 
The Episcopal Church seeks to adjust 
these various elements, neither elimin- 
ating one nor blinding its eyes to 
the existence of the other. The 


church, therefore, is not an ag- 
gregation of human units, bound 
together by mutual consent, but a 


divine institution comprising a human 
membership. The Bible likewise is not 
a mere historical record, for a super- 
natural inspiration illumines its natural 
language of human writers. The min- 
istry is not only the officers of an insti- 
tution, but is also ‘‘stewards of the 
mysteries of God.’’ The sacraments 
are not mere water, bread and wine; 
they are alive with a special super- 
natural essence. This is the relivion 
which commends itself most to men, 
who possess a natural body and a super- 
natural soul.: 
CHURCH NEWSPAPERS. 

Of more than 600 church publications 
the Methodists publish the largest num- 
ber of any one denomination, sending 
out 147 different newspapers. whose 
combined circulation is 650,000, The 
Catholic church comes next with 127 
newspapers, and a circulation of 750,- 
000, and the Baptists are third in rank, 
distributing among 500,000 subscribers 
126 different periodicals. The Presby- 
terians publish fifty-three newspapers, 
with a circulation of 250,000, and the 
Congregationalists send out twenty-one 
different publications to 150,000 read- 
ers. The Episcopal church publishes 
forty-seven church papers; the Luth- 
eran, thirty-seven; the Christian, four- 
teen; the United Brethren, seven; the 
Disciples, the Friends, the Unitarians, 
each six; the Universalists, eleven; the 
Jews, thirteen; the Salvation Army, 
three, and the Order of King’s Daugh- 
ters, one.

The 
world’s greatest success in every ave- 
nue of lifé has been chiefly by the pur- 
suit of a single profession, the pas- 
sion of youth. In their great respon- 
sibility, the test of success, perhaps, 
was best tried by springs of strength 
found and opened in youth. Oppor- 
tunities were never so good as now; de- 
mands for educated boys and young 
men were never so great; education is 
absolutely necessary to success in this 
age. The greatest consideratian . of 
youth, however, is Christianity. When 
the seeds of divine truth are sown early,

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


The Southern Pacific and the 
Convention Business. 


| Said to Be Averse to the Proposed 


Half Rate. 


Question of Commissions and. Cut 
Rates in the East. 


Santa Fe Operators—How Needles Loses 
a Shining Mark—General, Local 
and Personal Railroad 
Mention. 


Passenger demoralization is again de- 
vastating Eastern territory. Rate-cut- 
ting has advanced beyond control and 
differentia, lines are reveling in the 
payment of commissions. The prevail- 
ing commission between Chicago and 
New York is now $4 and the tendency 
is buoyant. The efforts of the strong 
lines to annihilate the practice by the 
differential roads has been a well-bal- 
anced failure. They have apparently 
ceased the struggle for the present. 
Their thoughts are elsewhere. They 
are developing a new plan, one which 
has long been a dream and is now in 
process of demonstration. It isthe syn- 


dicate scheme, the agreement to 
interchange business with west- 
ern roads equitably the ba- 
sis that neither shall pay commis- 


sions to the agents of the other. This 
arrangement has been in effect for 
about two years between the Pennsy]l- 
vania and one or two other Western 
lines. It was recently adopted between 
the New York Central, Lake Shore and 
Michigan Central and one or two West- 
ern lines. Still more recently the 
strong Eastern lines have been actively 
spreading the new propaganda among 
their Western connections. Two con- 
ferences were held, one at New York 
and one at Pittsburgh, which were at- 
tended by the representatives of four 
or five Western systems. The latter 
agreed to give the new plan a trial and 
have instructed some of their agents 
accordingly. It applies only to the 
business of the roads that are parties 
thereto. The Western systems con- 
tinue to pay commissions to the 
ticket agents of differential lines. 
The Chicag6 Herald says that the 
plan is arousing the lines that are 
not parties to its provisions. Itis spur- 
ring the differential Eastern lines to 
the more active pursuit of business, It 
is stirring up the Western lines not en- 
gaged in the experiment. Among the 
latter are the Rock Island, the Maple 
Leaf and the Alton. Among the former 
are the Erie, the Grand Trunk, the 
Baltimore and Ohio and the Nickel 
Plate. This experiment is decidedly. 


The paymett® 6f/com- 
missions has been one of the most vex- 
ing problems that passenger depart- 
ments have wrestled with.

NO HALF-RATE TO THE CONVENTION. 

Among the representatives of various 
railroads and persons interested es- 
pecially in the national conventions 
soon to meet at Chicago and Minneapo- 
lis there was much talk yesterday over’ 
the news that the Southern Pacitic Com- 
pany would not makea half-rate, says 
the San Francisco Examiner of Satur- 
day. IrwinC. Stump, chairman of the_ 

Republican State--Committee, -was~-in-" 
clined to doubt at first that the railroad 

hac refused to make such a rate, seeing 

that all others:in the Transcontinental 

Association were apparently willing. 

A dispatch from Chicago on this point 

was emphatic in saving that every other 

road ‘stood ready to make 
half-rate. It also added that. the: 
transcontinental lines would mot un-: 
likely grant the concession régardless 

of: the Southern Pacific. There was" 
surprise and some indignation that the ’ 
Southern Pacific would: not concede as 

much as the other roads. Several Re- 

publican leaders, however, who':were 

seen did not care to express themselves 

for publication. In. most ‘qumfters it 

was felt that the Californjg*0ad was 

retarding the interests of thé ‘State in 

not giving the rate. One of the repre- 

sentatives of another railroad, who is 

a member of the Transcontinental As- 

sociation, said that one reason the 

Southern Pacific would not make a rate 

for the conventions was that if it did so 

this year it would be expected to make 

a rate for the World’s Fair traffic next 

year, and that it was holding out wish- 

ing to avoid this. In other words, he 

said the road proposed to make all it 

could gon the convention delegates and 

eVisitors this year ,without reducing 

rates and also come in next year on its 

regular rate, or something closely ap- 

proximating it. He also pointed out 

that the Chicago dispatch was in error 

in saying that the other roads would 

probably, if the Southern Pacific would 

not come in, make the half-rate any- 

way. 

“That they cannot do,’’ said he, ‘for 
by the terms of agreement of the sev- 
eral roads inthe Transcontinental As- 
sociation all must agree and anite ina 
reduction. Even if all the other roads 
were willing to cOme in and even ‘to 
stand their quota by reason of the 
failure of the Southern Pacific.to do so 
they could not.do it. The terms of 
agreement are very binding, and, as 
things are now, must be adhered to, 
else everything will go to pieces. 
There is another thing that ought to be 
noticed, too. While it is true that the 
round-trip rate from Chicago to San 
Francisco, for instance, is $100, the 
round-trip rate from here there is $110. 
The proposition to make a half-rate did 
not come up at the Monterey meeting. 
when I wasthere. It was talked up on 
the side but, it soon became apparent 
that the Southern Pacific was opposed to 
it. Onthisaccountit was not pushed, I 
think it extremely doubtful if the South- 
ern Pacific will come in at all. It 
wants to make all the money it can and 
intends to fight any such a rate as has 
been proposed.”’

HENKLE’S DEATH. 


Post Mortem. 


terday uyonthe body of Andrew W. 
fienkle. the unfortunate man who was 


Fourth and Alameda streets Saturday 
evening while at work upon a live wire 
of the Los Angeles Electric Light Com- 
pany. 
already published, were elicited, and 
the jury returned a verdict to the effect 
that the deceased came to his death by 
‘ta shock of electric light wires at the 
corner of Fourth and Alameda while at- 
tending to his duty for the Los Angeles 
Electric Company,’’ Henkle was a 
native of Wisconsin, 82 year of age. 
He was a member of the Ancient Order 
of Foresters, by which organization he 
will be buried this afternoon. 

THE POST MORTEM. 

Before the inquest a post mortem was 
held on the body of Henkle, at which 
were present Drs. MacGowan, Kannon, 
Weldon, McCarty and Bryant. Much 
interest has been manifested in this 
case, from the fact that so much has of 
late appearedin the public press de- 
picting the horrors of death by electric 
shock as shown in the executions by 
electricity in New York, it being stated 
that frequent applications were neces- 
sarv to produce death, and the scenes 
so terrible asto cause strong men to 
faint, whereas in almost every case of 
accident, as in the present, death has 
apparently been instantaneous and pain- 
less. 

The result-of the autopsy wasa_ sur- 
prise to the physicians. Allof the mus- 
cles were tense and rigid, the general 
appearances being that of death from 
lockjaw. All of the latest and best au- 
thorities dwell on the congested condi- 
tion of the brain in death from electric 
shock, blood clots being found in the 
brain matter. In this case the most 
careful examination failed to reveal 
any clots, the brain matter présenting 
a bloodless appearance, with but very 
slight congestion of the pia mater, or 
inner covering, . otherwise being nor- 
mal. The heart was contracted to one- 
third the usual size; all the valves were 
also tightly contracted, and in the right 
ventricle was found about two and a 
half ounces of dark, fluid blood. The 
lungs were engorged with fluid blood. 
until they were almost solid. This is an 
abnormal condition, as in 90 per cent. 
of deaths from all causes clots are 
always found, showing that the heart 
continued to beat a few seconds. 

From the appearance of the heart 
the doctors are unanimous in the opin- 
ion that the death of the unfortunafe 
man was instantaneous and painless.

ELECTION UNDER THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT 
‘LAW. 

Today the city election will be held. 
While it will not furnish much excitement 
-in-the way of-a—contest,.. es interest 
attaches to it for the reason that the Aus- 
traMan ballot law.will be in effect here for 
the first time, and everybody wants to see 
how it will work. 

The voting process under the new law is 
a simple one, notwithstanding the numer- 
ous new Officials and amount of new furni- 
ture which it calls into«service. If the 

- voter’s name is found properly registsred 
in the Great Register, he is handed a ballot 
vy the clerks in charge of this department. 

e then goes to one of the open stalls,where 
he marksthe ballot. Here is where special 
attention should be given to instructions. In 
the ballots used today the person desiring to 

‘vote the straight ticket must only put an 

’ «X¥" in the space at the rightof the words 
“Regular Citizens’ ticket (straight.)" If he 
does this and puts an**X”’ at the right of 
any name on the ticket, the vote cannot be 
counted. A split ticket requires an ‘‘X”’ 
opposite each name voted for. The ballot 
being marked the voter announces his name 
to the judges of election. If it is found 
properly registered he is permitted to de- 
posit the ballot in the box and pass out. 

The polls will be open from sunrise until 
5 o'clock p.m. The polling places are as 
follows: Precinct No. 1, storeroom, No. 
85 East Colorado street; precinct No. 2, 
storeroom southeast corner of Locust street 
and Fair Oaks avenue; precinct No. 3, Re. 
corder’s courtroom, City Hall; precinct No. 
4, Wiley & Greely’s livery stable; precinct 
No. 5, storeroom of Acme Hotel; precinct 
No. 6, old city hall building, South Ray- 

‘mond avenue.

A “Citizen's” Account of Saturday Night's 
Mass Meeting.

A mass meeting was held at the opera- 
house Saturday night under the auspices of 
the Board of Trade. The following com- 
munication has been received at this office 
in regard to the meeting: 

To the Times Representative: Under the 
call of the Pomona city Boardof Trade for 
amass meeting of its citizens to discuss 
the grievances that now distract and divide 
them, atalate hour on Saturday night, April 
9, the seats in the operahouse were grad- 
ually filled with the saloon element and 
their high-licensed friends, with a scatter- 
ing few of law-and-order good citizens of 
the anti-saloon and anti-secession element. 
The meeting was called to order by the Presi- 
dentof the Board Phil Stein, who expressed 
some doubt as to the wisdom of the board 
calling sach a meeting, but had done so 
with the hope of uniting the now distracted 
elements and bringing order out of confu- 
sion. 

At this juncture the Rev. E. R. Bennett 
of the First Baptist Church arose and ad. 
dressed the chair and stated that he was 
one of a committee of three, viz.: Hon. J. 
E. McComas, Ira F. White and himself, who 
had appeared out of respect to thé Board 
of Trade to represent the law-anrd-order 
element, which was opposed to high license, 
or any license permitting the open saloon 


‘in the city; or the secession of -any~ part of 


the city from its present corporate limits, 
and in view of the fact that they and their 
friends could not, in justice to themselves, 
aMiliate with the present meeting, begged 
that they might be excused and permitted 
peacefully to withdraw, which they did in 
good order. 

There was heard from many voices in dif- 
ferent 
who, with stately steppings, presented him- 
self tothe left of the chair amid uproar 
and apparent unanimous applause of the 
audience, and drew from his m (heav- 
ing with emotions of gratitude to Almighty 
God that he was a citizen of Pomona) a pa- 
per upon which he had outlined his lengthy 
speech, and spread it before him upon the 
speaker's desk and said: 

Gentlemen of Pomona, Iam for peace. I 
want our troubles brought toan end. We 
elected a high-license Board of Trustees 
fairly and.squarely, and why not submit to 
it and open the saloon in front instead of 
keeping them opened upin the second or 
third stories of the back part of our busi- 
ness houses, where our boys goin early in 
the morning and stay allday playing ‘Pe- 
dro,’’ where they cannot be seen by the 
public? Gentlemen, itis not right to re- 
strain the liberties of the people in this 
You ali know that a 
thousand saloons would starve to death 
upon 5000 citizens such as me, and 
yet I take a drink once in a while, and 
want to go in at the front door to get it and 
not dodge around through the back alleys 
and commit a crime to take a drink and tell 
a lie beside to get it. Now, gentlemen, we 
want a new county, and what does the world 
say of us on the outside. They say, ‘What 
do you want with a county on your hands 
when you can’truna little one-horse town?’ 
We must come together and settle this mat- 
ter upon the basis of high license, because, 
gentlemen, Prohibition never can prohibit 
in America.’””’ And continuing with in- 
creased eloquence, he said, ‘‘I want to see 
this gem of a city, bright and polished as it 
is, and the central figure of the most pro- 
ductive valley in the great State of Califor- 
nia, the capital of our new county, and then 
will be added to our number multiplied 
thousands who will come to us from the 
four quarters of the globe; who will cheer- 
fully add to our already accumula- 
tion of wealth and prosperity, untll 
we shall become the pride and admiration 
of the civilized world, and all our people 
may sit with their wives and little ones un- 
der their own huckleberry bush where none 
dare molest or make us afraid.’’ [Longand 
continued applause. } 

When quiet was once more secured the 
silence was suddenly broken by Mr. Cope- 
land in a lengthy speech, which I did not 
remain to hear, Copeland now being under 
arrest, and whose case is now on trial, for 
the same crime that two of his fellow-crim.- 
inals are now suffering out the penalties 
behind the bars of the city prison.

Rev. Dr. Wells delivered the first of his 
series of sermons yesterday upon the dis- 
tinctiVe features of ,the Unitarian belief.

ever peering through the bright sunlit air 
or the clouds and mist, seeking for new 
worlds. 

In Biblical research new tryths are being 
brought to light, and new conceptions of 
the vorth of the book and its place in the 
world’s literature. We have learned that 
all parts of the Bible are not equally valu- 
able. The familiar phrase that ‘‘the Bible 
says so and so” now has no weight. By 
selecting a little here and a little there any 
position imaginable can be upheld by Bible 
texts. Thus have theologies been built up, 
to hinder and not to help man. God's 
methods with the race are like those of the 
mother inthe nursery and the home. In 
the childhood of the race the outward 
forms of things occupied His attention. As 
the race developed the higher, the intellec- 
tual and spiritual faculties were brought 
into active use. So the older portion of 
the Bible, used by the race when it was 
young, has not the value for us that the 
newer parts have. Those who are, clamor- 
ing for the Sunday closing of the Folpmbtan 
Exposition base their argumen pon a 
text in the old, out-grown part of the Book. 
They forget that Jesus came and relegated 
the Jewish Sabbath to the past, and by 
word and deed showed that Sunday was 
made for man, not man for Sunday. 

The Bible is not infallible. It does not 
claim to be.. The strongest hand of, iron 
laid upon the human soul is the assumption 
of the infallibility of the Bible. It kills 
men. There are numerous contradictions 
The records aré as various as 
the characters of the writers. But we 
should love it for its: good things. It isa 
marvellous record of the uplifting of the 
race, from the savage tothe civilized, and 
its promise of better things yet to be here 
on this earth.

SAN DIEGO’S COLLECTOR. 


Tho Fight on Berry by the McCarthys Con- 
tinued. 


The fight against Collector Berry of 
the port of San Diego is still being 
vigorously prosecuted, and the depart- 
ment at Washington is in receipt of 
frequent telegrams and letters making 
charges against the collector. Mr. 
Berry does not seem to be at all dis- 
turbed over the matter, and in talking 
about the case toa Sun reporter, said: 


The fight against me from here is led by 
D. O. McCarthy and the precocious lad who 
calls him father—the same lad who usually 
represents the McCarthy precinct in Repub- 
lican county conventions and then votes 
against the nominees of the party at the 
elections. These men were interrupted by | 
meintheir profitable occupation of con- 
ducting a market for the sale of Mexican 
stock and other products at Siempreviva 
on the Mexican bourdary line some four or 
five months ago. In the conduct of this 
market they had a much higher regard for 
the profits of thir transactions than for the 
customs revenue laws of the United States. 
By way of retaliation they began an attack 
on me at Washington, and in this they 
were joined by a few others who would like 
my place for themselves or some of their 
friends, and a few others, who are still 
smarting from exposures concerning them, 
Which I hada hand in making public some 
two years ago. 

When Special Treasury Agent Evans was 
here about three months ago these malcon- 
tents were given the fullest opportunity to 
venttheir spleens, individuaily and col- 
lectively, and when they had done their 
worst and Mr. Evans had investigated all 
their charges fully he reported tothe de- 
partment these charges were unfounded, 
and that no fault was to be found with me 
officially or personally.
